DEFICIT OF STATE 
DROPS TO $4,068,000 


But Georgia Has on Hand 
$4,800,000 in Cash; Fa- 
vorable Legislative Ac- 
tion Believed Assured. 


Governor Eugene Talmadge Friday 
pail off $1,500,000 of the state’s 
$5,384,000 deficit, reducing the past 
due obligations to $4,068,000, far less 


than they have been in more than 


20 years and a study of treasury re- 
ports shows that there is on hand 
more than enough to pay off every 
dollar Georgia owes and leave a bal- 
ance on hand. 

So, if the legislature follows the 
chief executive's recommendations the 
entire deficit will be wiped out and 
the state will start the new year right 
with a sizeable amount of money to 
its credit. 

And with the legislative action ap- 


parently a foregone conclusion the 
governor will have carried out another 
pledge, a pledge he made in his last 
campaign to accomplish within two 
years but which will be accomplished 
in less than six months. 

Payment to Read Division. 

The 31.500000 payment Friday was 
to the highway department. It was 
money borrowed by the governer early 
thi. year to keep from floating a 
school loan with the banks, a practice 
which had been followed for a num- 
ber of years. In returning the money 
Friday he paid it back for the schools 
out of the current year’s revenue for 
the first time since the loans were 
started. The money originally was 
part of the funds being saved by the 
highway department for diversion io 
the general fund to*pay past due ap- 
pr priations to the schools and the 
uast due pensions of Confederate vet- 
erans and their widows. 

The revelation that the $1,500,000 
was ready for the highway department 
Caused a study of state finances 
which showed that not only was this 
money saved out of 1934 revenues

Soviet Renames Town 
For Murdered Official 


MOSCOW, Dec. 28.—(4)-—The 
name of Gregory Zinovieff, once a 
high ranking official in the soviet 
government and communist party, 
was wiped from the map of Rus- 
sia today. 

The central executive committee 
ordered the name of the city of 
Zinovievsk changed to Kirovo in 
memory of Sergei Kiroff, commun- 
ist official who was assassinated 
early this month. 

The soviet government charged 
that Kiroff was slain as a result 
of a plot brewed by supporters of 
the platform enunciated by Zino- 
vieff and Leo Kameneff. 

Kirovo, a town of 60,000 popu- 
lation in the southern Ukraine, was 
called Elizavetgrad before its name 
was ehanged to Zinovievsk.

Possibility That State 
Will Be Asked To Aid 
14,000 “Unemployables” 
Appears Eliminated. 


The possibility that the state of 
Georgia might be called upon to care 
for some 14,000 “unemployables” now 
on federal relief rolls who are to be 
dropped by the FERA February 1. 
appeared to be eliminated Friday when 
Miss Gay B. Shepperson, the state 
FERA administrator, announced that 
already these persons are being trans- 
ferred to city and county relief rolls. 

Whether or not the state will be 
called upon to share in providing funds 
for carrying employables on the relief 
rolls has not been determined, al- 
though both President Roosevelt and 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins have 
said several times that the new relief 
program will call for “participation by 
states.” Whether or not this means 
that the “participation” will be that 
furnished by the cities and counties or 
whether the states will be called upon 
to help in addition remains to be seen. 

However, it is not considered likely 
that the states will be called upon to 
aid as none has provided help so far 
and in many. states legislatures will 
not meet next year, so that a call for 
help from the states would not equally 
divide the load. Therefore, it is gen- 
erally considered that the city-county 
participation is all that will be asked. 

Transfer Under Way. 

In discussing the situation, Miss 
Shepperson explained Friday that the 
transfer of the unemployables to the 
cities and counties already is under 
way, the administrator adding that 
“this responsibility is being accepted 
by the cities and counties.” 

Miss Shepperson explained that dur- 
ing the last six months local authori- 
ties have gradually been absorbing 
from the federal government part of 
the burden of caring for these persons, 
whom she characterized as a group 
that “are more in need than any other

-BY GREAT BRITAIN 


United Front Against 
War Will Be Proposed to 
Continental Powers Aft- 
er Saar Plebiscite. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.— ) —4 gen- 
eral European security pact welding 
all continental powers into one com- | 
mon front against war will be Great 
Britain's New Year contribution to 
the cause of peace, it was learned au- 
thoritatively today. — 

The proposal, to be advanced soon 
after the Saar plebiscite January 13, 
was considered another major devel- 
opment in Britain’s newly-acquired 
role as umpire and pacifier in the 
continent’s quarrel, 

Diplomatic circles, which revealed 
the government’s plans, expressed the | 
belief the move stood an excellent 
chance of success. | 

It would be the biggest step to- 
ward guaranteeing peace since the 
World War, they asserted, involving 
as it probably would, satisfactory so- 
lution of the old Franco-German hos- 
tility and settlement of the Yugoslay- 
Hungarian controversy over terrorism. 

While there was no official com- | 
ment on the plan available in -British | 
quarters, it was learned Prime Min- | 
ister Ramsay MacDonald discussed it | 
some weéks ago with various diplo- 
mats in London. 

A major consideration of the 
scheme, it was stated, is to assure 
continuance of Austria's independ- 
ence. 

The five countries surrounding that 
tiny central European power—Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, 
Italy and Germany—would be the 
first asked to sign the convention, 
along with France and England, it 
was said. 

While diplomatic quarters were in- 
clined to believe soviet Russia might 
not be interested particularly in the 
question of Austria's independence, 
they said she might come into spe- 
cial sections of the pact if invited. 

These special sections, it was un- 
derstood, would pertain to regional or 

neral European security. Later 
umania and the other Balkan na- 
tions, as well as Poland, would be in- 
vited to participaie in general or par- 
ticular parts of the pact. 

The proposal still was vague in 
outline, it was stated, and it was im- 
possible to formulate its definite pro- 
visions until after Foreign Minister 
Pierre Laval, of, France, visits Pre- 
mier Benito Mussolini, of Rome, 
probably some time next week. 

France and Italy, it was said, | 
would co-operate directly wih Great 
Britain in pitting forward the pro- 
posal, at Geneva, seat of the League | 
of Nations, where the League council 
will meet two days before the bal- 
loting in the Saar. Not only would 
the signatory powers be bound not 
to make any move against Austria 
but also they would be pledged 
against any action in which two or 
more countries were interested. 

It was understood Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary, and Prime | 
Minister MacDonald conceived the 
pact, to which Germany already has 
indicated she will adhere. Simon's 
present European junket: is for the 
purpose of arranging preliminary 
steps, it was said, and France and 
Italy have promised their aid. 

After Laval talks with Mussolini, 
he may come to London, it was said. 
At that time France may decide 
whether to abandon her preposed east- 
ern Locarno security pact, to which 
Germany thus far has refused to ad- 
here, or incorporate some of its prin- 
eiples in the new agreement.

PRICE WAR IS SEEN 


Atlanta Cuts of 34. to 4 
Cents Gallon Rumored 
for First of Week. 


Probability of a.new gasoline price 
war in Atlanta, with its attendant re- 
ductions in price for the motor fuel, 
loomed Friday, with reports from 
Montgomery, Ala., that the nation-wide 
price agreement reached recently had 
been violated there and slashes of 
two cents to the gallon are already in 
effect. 

Apparently authentic, although not 
official, information indicated that a 
cut of 3 1-2 or 4 cents a gallon may 
be expected in Atlanta early next week 
by the larger companies, while several 
indeperident dealers said they would 
meet whatever reductions the big com- 
panies made and keep their prices at 
least one cent a gallon lower. 

Since the peace agreement was 
signed, the price of regular gasoline 
by the major companies has been 21 
cents a gallon in Atlanta, while a 
number of independent dealers have 
sold fer 19 cents. Under the agree- 
ment the independents were to main- 
tain a one-cent differential. 

A leading local independent Friday 
said, however, that the 19-cent price 
was only one cent below the third 
grade gasoline sold by the large com- 
panies at cents and claimed they 
were thus living up to the agreement. 

During the. price war which raged 
here several months ago, prices of the 
larger companies dropped as low as 
15 1-2 cents per gallon while the in- 
dependents met the reductions with a 
price of 15 cents. The 15 1-2 cents 
price was maintained for a time and 
then the price was stabilized at 16 
cents.

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UNIVERSITY SEEKS 
LANGER STATE AID 


Regents’ Report Says 
System Has Reached 
“Limit of Economies.” 


Regents of the University System 
of Georgia said in their annual re- 
port Friday that the absolute limit 
of economies has now been reached“ 


in operating the university system, and 
called for greater appropriations. 

“The problem, of course, the re- 
gents said, is one for the general 
assembly to decide. But we are in 
duty bound to point out that the 
work of the system will be gravely 
impaired and its usefulness to the 
state will be materially lessened unless 
it receives a maintenance appropria- 
tion of at least the minimum of $1,- 
405,900 recommended by the finance 
committee for 1936 and $1,396,900 
for 1937.” 

The regents directed attention to a 
report by Chancellor Philip Weltner 
in which he showed amounts received 
by the university system from the 
treasury as follows: 

1930—$2,001,304. 

1931—$1,891,264. 

1932—$1,624,927. 

1933—$1,336,930. 

1934—851, 125,000. 

The chancellor, in his report to the 
regents, said “the trend is shifting 
more and more of the expense of in- 
struction to our students. To the ex- 
tent this continues, opportunity pro- 
gressively will siip from the masses. 
There is only one corrective to this 
tendency and that is for the state to 
assume its responsibility for preserv- 
ing to our youth the hepe, on fair 
terms, to secure the advantages of the 
state's institutions.“ 

The report of the regents, submit - 
ted to Governor Talmadge by Chair- 
man Marion Smith, of Atlanta, said 
that attendance at the institutions in 
the university system had increased 
about 1,000,.or 12 per cent, despite 
the reduced funds available for oper-

SOUTHS LEADERS 
HIT REGULATION:

: Dire Future Forecast for 


Southern Industrial De- 
velopment If Federal 
Policies Continue. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec, 28 
(In a seven-point declaration of 
policy, the Southern States Industrial 
Council tonight asserted that if “at- 
tempts to reduce production and to 
regulate expansion” are continued in- 
dustry in the south will be sharply 
curtailed. 

“If this policy is continued other 
than where it is clearly shown to be 
in the public interest,” said the coun- 
cil, “the. south may logically expect 
to return to a predominantly agricul- 
tural status.” 

The industrialists were assembled 


to formulate a unified policy for in- 
dustry in this section. 

John E. Edgerton, president of the 
Southern States Industrial Council, 
which sponsored the meeting, said the 
small industries under the national re- 
covery act were in a helpless position 
“to protect themselves against ma- 
jorities” and that they are especially 
hurt by price fixing and production 
control. 

rs. Margaret Mager, research di- 
rector of the eccuncil, reported the 
survey, which was based on returns 
from a questionnaire rent the 6,000 
manufacturers. 

Other subjects covered in the dec- 
laration adopted in the first an- 
nual meeting of the council, as a 
guide to its activity for the coming 
year, were wage differentials, the la- 
bor situation in the south, government 
in business, discriminatory freight 
rates,. industrial expansion, the indus- 
trial unity of the south and, under 
the heading “In General,” measures 
looking to the relief of cotton pro- 
ducers. 

Section 7-A, the collective bargain- 
ing section, of the national recovery 
act, was deseribed as “undoubtedly 
the breeder of more “industrial con- 
flict than was ever caused by any 
other one thing,” and the council con- 
cluded that “it should be either abol- 
ished entirely or so reformed in its 
substance and administration as to 
make. it .constructive instead of de- 
structive,” . 

To that end the declaration set out 
that “organized groups, whatever their 
name, which are legally clothed with 
the right of collective bargaining 
should be required to accept corre- 
sponding legal responsibility for the 
discharge of contractual obligations, 
and full legal liability for any injury 
which they may do to the rights or 
property of others.” 

Earlier in the section on the labor 
situation the council declared that it 
“does not construe” that collective 
bargaining rights “can be exercised 
only through the superintendency of 
the American Federation of Labor or 
any other presently existing organiza- 
tion.” . 

Bankhead Act Futile. 

Discussing the cotton problem, the 
council stated that “at this time we 
only know. that the future of cotton 
in the south is very much in doubt.” 

“The Bankhead bill and. the proc- 
essing tax appear to have demonstrat- 
ed their futility in improving the po- 
sition of cotton in relation to other 
American products, it was added.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—(/)— 
American Federation of Labor chief - 
tains led in dissent today to the pro- 
gram for drastic NRA revision ad- 
vanced by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 

The proposal to mute the voices of 
labor and government in code making, 
the chamber’s omission to propose 
that labor be given a part in code 
administration, and the denunciation 
of majority rule in determining col- 
lective bargaining representation— 
these met the federation’s principal ob- 
jeetions. 

The program of the Chamber of 
Commerce is wholly in line with the 
selfish and arrogant policy reflected 
by this business group since the New 
Deal recharged their dying batteries, 
said John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
one of the most active voices in the 
federation. 

„It is a ghastly paradox that these 
so-called leaders who, by the stupidity 
of mismanagement, plunged the nation 
into economic collapse unéqualed in 
modern history, should now proclaim 
their desire, alone and unaided, to 
evolve a plan for national recovery.

“Perhaps it might be cheaper even 
in a money sense to find work for 
these idle hands to do than to support 
the armies necessary to hold them 
back if once these millions of pleading 
fingers were turned into threatening 


claws.” 
Not Always Best. 

“Tt isn’t always sound business 
judgment,” Richberg said, to pay the 
cheapest price for A thing. And it is 
very often bad political judgment to 
buy the cheapest protection of national 
security. 

“We may have some reasonable 
fears of a foreign foe. But the gravest 
dangers that threaten America are 
those of internal dissension.” 

Richberg spoke at a luncheon open-

Einstein spoke in English, for the 
first time at a lecture. But now and 
then he called on the audience to help 
him out with a word.

At as of 99 per cent of the 
velocity of light, it has been calculated 
that your weight would be multiplied 
seven times. Human speeds are 80 
slow that they would not add as 
much as a grain of sand to a man’s 
weight.

Editor Constitution: In the column 
of Washington gossip written by Paul 
Mallon and published on your edi-

I wish to state that whatever prej- 
udice, if any, Mr. Roosevelt may have 
against the electric light and power 
industry is not due to any experience 
with the Georgia Power Company. Un 
the contrary, I assert that Mr. Roose- 
velt is ae with the treatment and 
the qualit the service rendered by 
he Power Company at Warm

Woodrow Wilson’s rage in the history 
of the Versailles peace conference 
was clarified on his birthday today 
by the unfolding of two hitherto un- 
published volumes of state papers. 

The shielded correspondence be- 
tween the state department and the 
American commissioners in the Paris 
peace conference disclosed that Wil- 
son instructed the American repre- 
sentatives not to participate in any 
decisions based on treaty provisions 
until after the pact had n ratified 
by the senate. 

To keep fully informed on all de- 
velopments in setting up machinery 
to carry out the peace terms, shape 
decisions for the protection of Amer- 
ican interests, and still not entangle 
the United States in the proceedings, 
Wilson instituted an “unofficial ob- 
server” diplomacy. 

After the senate had refused to 
ratify the treaty, Secretary Lansing, 
on Wilson’s advice, withdrew Amer- 
ican participation from all commis- 
sions and committees except from the 
supreme council. ‘The United States, 
the papers disclose, continued to be 
revresented on that body, but no 
commitments were made for the Unit- 
ed States without specific instructions 
from Washington. 

Because of the refusal of several 
European governments to consent to 
publication at this time, no documents 
relating to the proceedings of the con- 
ference are included in the volume. 
The state department declined to 
make known which governments in- 
sisted upon maintaining the proceed- 
ings as secret documents.

Bill Already Prepared. 


One bill already has been prepared 
for introduction to the state general 
assembly and it has the approval of 
the Georgia Bar Association, Solicitor- 
General John A. Boykin said here 
Friday. 

It proposes to permit trial of ac- 
cused persons on information supplied 
by the prosecutor, rather than await 
grand jury indictment in all except 
capital cases and unless the accused 
demands an indictment within 10 days 
after he is charged; to reduce jury 
panels from 48 to 32; to equalize the 
number of strikes for the state and 
defense; to place the fixings of pen- 
alities with the court instead of the 
jury and to eliminate the indetermi- 
nate sentence. 

Boykin said such a change in pro- 
cedure would save counties enormous 
sums and would speed justice through 
elimination of technicalities. The pro- 
posed bill was drawn up as the re- 
sult of a study conducted in Georgia 
by Judge Samuel H. Sibley and a 
committee of the Georgia Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

Lester Backs Changes. 

Senator Lester likewise announced 
he was for drastic changes and he 
will advocate the organization of a 
group to follow up on the measures 
which the legislature passes. He as- 
serted he was confident the general 
assembly this year will devote much 
more time and effort for the reduc- 
tion of crime and lawlessness in Geor- 
gia than it has done in the past. 

He said a bureau of identification 
would cost about $10,000 or $15.000 
annually and would be of greater 
value in controlling crime. 

Approval of the state drivers’ li- 
cense law and the state highway pa- 
trol is almost unanimous among state 
officials, W. F. Shipman, vice presi- 
dent of the East Georgia Motor Club, 
asserted. He also will be a speaker at 
the meeting. Others who will make 
nddresses are Captain Benton Me- 
Millan, chief of the Tennessee highway 
patrol, and Benjamin J. Stroup, di- 
rector of the South Carolina motor 
vehicle division of the highway depart- 
ment. 

Advocates of the _ reformation of 
criminal procedure and the highway 
patrol and bureau of identification 
are meeting in conjunction to further 
crime control in Georgia and to re- 
duce the heavy cost of automobile ac- 
eideuts and uncontrolled crime.

In 46 of the instances the 
prisoners were removed or the guards 
augmented or other precautions tak- 
en. ... Total of 74 persons, 14 white 
men, 57 negro men and 3 negro wom- 
en, were thus saved from death at 
the hands of mobs. 

“Of the 15 persons lynched, all were 
negroes.. The offenses charged were: 
Attempted assault 4; assault 2; mur- 
der 2: wounding man in altercation 
1; writing insulting letters 1; talking 
disrespectfully 1; insulting women 1; 
implicating others in a charge of steal- 
ing turpentine and bootlegging it 1. 

“The states in which the lynchings 
occurred and the number in each state 
are as follows: Alabama 1: Florida 
2; Georgia 1; Kentucky 1; Louisiana 
2: Mississippi 6; Tennessee 1; and 
Texas 1.“

Baer 
was inclined to clown a little in the 
first round, but the reformed fish 
peddler was serious about it and he 
succeeded in outpointing Baer in the 
opening three minutes, principally be- 
cause Baer made little or no attempt 
to fight back. Levinsky had the cham- 
pion's face glowing with red at the 
end of the. first round as a result of 
connecting with-wild swinging rights. 

As the bell sounded for the opening 
of the second round, Baer waited in 
his corner, hoping that Levinsky 
would come charging into him. In- 
stead of doing that, Levinsky remained 
in midring, waving to the champion 
With a snarl 
on his face, Baer suddenly charged 
out of his corner, and tore into Le- 
vinsky, driving him around the ring 
under a terrific body punishment. 

He came out of his corner in a 
crouch, but soon straightened up aft- 
er beginning his murderous attack. 
The Kingfish attempted to escape, but 
‘Baer tore after him, compelling him. 
to retreat under a terrific barrage. 
He showed no mercy to Levinsky and 
deliberately tried to knock him out 
as quickly as possible. 


CATCHES KING. 

Levinsky was going away when 
Baer caught up with him, driving 
him to the ropes with terrific smashes 
to the body. These punches hurt 
Levinsky and he began to sag into 
the ropes. When he attempted to 
escape into midring, Baer, cool and 
deliberate, but fighting mad, drove a 
vicious right-hand smash to Levinsky’s 
chin. Levinsky fell flat on his back 
and didn’t move until his handlers 
came into the ring to drag his help- 
less body to his »orner. 


Baer weighed in at 211 pounds, 
just one more than he did when he 
won the world’s heavyweight cham- 
ionship from Primo Carnera last 
une, and was in marvelous condition. 
So was Levinsky. He weighed 201 
pounds, the lowest tonnage he has 
achieved for any recent bout. They 
both wore six-ounce fighting gloves 
instead of the eight-ounce pillows 
usually used for exhibitions.

College Group 
Adopts Rules 
For Athletes 


NEW YORK, Dee. 28.—(4)—The 
National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion . today a nine- point pro- 
gram which, it is hoped, will help solve 
the vexing problem of recruiting and 
subsidizing of athletes. 


The code was recommended by Z. G. 
Clevenger, of the University of Indi- 
ana, who headed a committee appoint- 
ed a year ago to study the matter and 
make a recommendation. 


The program, which sets forth what 
is justifiable and what is unjustifiable 
in the recruiting and paying of ath- 
letes, was adopted by the convention 
after Professor. Herman Diederichs, .of 
Cornell University, had asked that it 
be made a rule of the association and 
not merely a code. This was voted 


down. 
HAND IN HAND. 

Reporting to the convention today, 
Clevenger said the committee felt su 
sidizing and recruiting go hand in hand 
and involve “so many things and insti- 
tutions, their ramifications 80 °far- 
reaching. Inside and out of inetitu- 
tions; that complete solution is a long 
way in the future. However, even in 
view of this some improvement, from 
advancement toward a more whole 
some and more sportsmanlike condi- 
tion can be obtained by defining what 
is proper and what is improper, and 
then ‘by trying to cause all higher edu- 
cational institutions to approximate 
— plane of equality and sportsman- 
ship.“ 

1. It is unjustifiable for a student 
to receive any subsidy of moneta 
value, either directly or indirectly, pri- 
marily for athletic services. 

2. It is unjustifiable to employ 
prospective. athletes before they 
matriculate in any institution or to 
make advance payment to. prospective 
students for future services or to make 
any guarantee of payment which is 
not conditional upon the service being 
performed in advance of payment or 
to make any payment for services at a 
rute greater than the current. rate for 
other students in the institutions. 

It is unjustifiable to permit a 
boy to participate in intercollegiate 
contests who has ever received a loan, 
scholarship aid, remission of fees or 
employment primarily because he is an 
athlete through channels not open to 
non-athletes eonally with athletes. 

UN ABLE, 

4. It is unjustifiable for members 
of athletic or physical education staffs 
to recruit athletes: by initiating - cor- 
respondence or conversation, or by ar- 
ranging for interviews with boys. who 
are prospective athletes. 

5. It is unjustifiable to promise 
prospective athletes employment, loans, 
scholarships, or remission of fees ex- 
cept as may be secu by other stu- 
dents through the regular channels of 
the institution and those channels 
should be outside the athletic or phy- 
sical departments. 

6. It is unjustifiable for alumni 
groups, clubs, fraternities or other or- 
ganizations to make promise of direct 
or indirect subsidies to prospective stu- 
dents primarily for athletic ability. 

7. It is unjustifiable to endeavor to 
persuade a prospective athlete by of- 
fers.of scholarships or jobs or by any 
other means to transfer from a college 
where he has made application for ad- 
mission and has been accepted: 

8. It is justifiable to permit 
athletes to. work in any department of 


the university 80 long as they give — — 


full return in work and receive the 
same rate of pay as is given to other 
students. 

9. It is justifiable for members 
of the athletie or physical educational 
staffs in speeches or in response to di- 
rect inquiries to point out what they 
believe to be the educational advan- 
ages of institutions which they rep- 
resent, :

WELFARE MENACED. 

“The welfare of the game also is 
menaced by the ever-increasing betting 
on results, This committee has no con- 
structive — 2 to offer in curb- 
ing this but e it to your at- 
tention for serious consideration. It 
might be a step in the right direction 
if the coaches would discontinue the 
practice of picking the probable win- 
ners for the press. 

“This committee believes that pub- 
lie regard for members of our profes- 


sion could be deepened materially if 


coaches would refrain from alibiing a 
defeat by.casting aspersions on the 
practices of the rival coach. We be- 
lieve it would be for the general good 
of all of us. and the game, if coaches 
would stand together on a policy of 
not discussing in public the habi 
abilities or alleged shortcomings o 
rival coaches. 

“In this connection, it is the beliet 
of your committee that some coaches 
sometimes are guilty of a serious 
breach of good taste in putting the 
blame for their losses on the shoul- 
ders of individual players when talk- 
ing for publication. Some coaches lose 
sight of the fact that the game be- 
longs to the boys, net the coaches— 
that the players are — inex: 
perienced and that it is to be expected 
they (the boys) will make mistakes. 


“We are also hurting ourselves. with 
‘the public by giving undue publicity 
to the very ing injuries suffered 
by our players. The tendency to pave 
the way for the fall by magnifying 
the number and extent of ries is 
very detrimental to needed public sup- 

rt and sympathy. It is recommended 
38 this committee that for the good 
of the game, and in our own inter- 
ests, the publication of these ‘bear’ 
stories be considered sour practice.

An immediate statement by the gov- 
ernment whether it intends to return 
to the gold standard was declared 
by the committee as important to re- 
covery, while government gold buying 
was said by the economists to have 
little effect upon commodity prices. 
Ninety-three per cent of the com- 
mitteemen said they believed prices 
should be left unhampered to find 
their own level. 

Among the economic policies to 
which they expressed opposition were: 
further purchase of silver; establish- 
ment of a managed currency; estab- 
lishment of a government-owned and 
operated central bank; vesting of cur- 
rency powers in the hands of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, and member- 
ship of the secretary on the board 
of federal reserve. 

Should there be managed cur- 
rency, the economists said, it should 
be directed by the Federal Reserve 
system, but before further currency 
and banking legislation is enacted, a 
committee of experts should be em- 
powered to study both problems and 
submit a program.
